by her mother. A further hearing was 
set fcr next Tuesday.

LESSON IN DRAWING. 
THE LITTLE BIRD. 


Simple Way of Maltlnjr mn Oval That 


Sffatm Very DJfllculi. 


Of course, you all know how to make 


a circle. That's easy, and there are 
numberless ways of doing .it—with a 
pair of compasses or a btring or a 
piece of paper with two holes punched 
in at the requisite distance apart or in 
any other way that fancy may suggest. 


But how many of you know how to 


draw a perfect oval? That's a very 
different matter. It does not require 
any elaborate instruments to do it, 
however, and if you will follow the 
directions given below you will find 
yourself able to do it without any dif- 
ficulty. 


Take two stout pins and stick them 


firmly into the table, through the sheet 
of paper on which 3-ou wish to draw 
the oval, about two inches apart. Then 
tie together the ends of a lut of string, 
about eight inhes long, so as to form a 
loop, leaving two loose ends, each 
about an inch long. 
When you have 


done this, lie the loose ends into a 
smaller loop, which need not be larger 
than sufficient to admit the point of a 
pencil. 


Now place the larger loop o\er the 


two pins and, putting tbe point of your 
pencil through tbe smaller loop, stretch 
tbe string as far as it will go and circle 
nil around the pins. You will find that 
in moving from one piu to the other 
the string forms nn ever varying tri- 
angle and that the figure described in 
passing all around the pins is as per- 
fect an oval as tbe most delicate in- 
strument can produce.

Foinl At Issue. 


Washington, Xov. 20.—On the eve 


of the opening of the ccngr&asional 
session, many conjectures are being 
made as to -the business likely to be 
done in both branches of the national 
legislature. 


In the senate, the admission of the 


territories of New 
Mexico, 
Oklaho- 


ma and Arizona as states of the un- 
ion will probably be the subject of 
greatest importance to receive atten- 
tion. It is likely that the Cuban 
question will be postponed until the 
pending commercial tieaty with the 
Cuban government shai! be . trans- 
mitted to the senate, but no determ- 
ination has been reached on that point 
There is quite a unani jiity of opinion 
favorable to anti-trust legislation, and 
this goes to the extent of predicted 
results along the lines laid down by 
Attorney General Knox by an amend- 
ment to the Sherman anti-trust law. 


When the house convenes tomor- 


row for the final session of the fifty- 
seventh congress, a perfect deluge of 
bills dealing with the trust question 
in all its phases will be thrown into 
the legislative hopper. It is admitted 
on all sides that this will be the most 
important topic of 
discussion. 
The 


most conservative opinion among the 
republican leaders seems to favor an 
appropriation for the enforcement of 
the Sherman law. 


One of the first things the appro- 


priation committee is to do, however, 


is? to prepare a bill providing for the 
coal strike commission. Judge Gray, 
chairman of the commission, has writ- 
ten a letter asking for an appropria- 
tion of $50,000 to defray the expenses 
of the commission, pay its 
clerical 


force and to furnish such compensa- 
tion, to the mera'bers of the commis- 
sion as the president may see fit to 
give them.

thing. Dear rentier, why does it seem 
to you so wonderful a thini; that 
wealthy and prosperous corpo'.-utions 
increasL- tho wages of their employees 
without being compelled to do so? 
Isn't it because labor organizations 
have usually had to compel the grant- 
ing of n fair wage? Just turn these 
two queries over in your mind the next 
time you tire tempted to join in the 
howling of capitalism against some 
strike. 


The truth is that the railway cor- 


porations are receiving credit for mo- 
tives which had nothing to do with 
their decision to raise wages. 
The 


railway barons were wise, that was 
all. Don't make the mistake of think- 
ing they were actuated by the spirit 
of philanthropy. There are just two 
counts in this indictment: 


First.—Owing to the great growth of 


business on the roads and the conse- 
quent pressure of work and because of 
the increased cost of living the railway 
employees on nearly every line in the 
country held decided to demand an in- 
crease in wages, and in some cases the 
demand was in the hands of the com- 
panies' officials when the lightning of 
••philanthropy" struck those gentle- 
men. 


Second.—Freight rates are to be ad- 


vanced by all the railway lines, and 
the increase will be sufficient to net 
the companies a neat rake off on tho 
little game of robbing Peter to pny 
Paul when Paul was getting ready to 
put up a big kick for his dues. 


There may be employers who a*re so 


just and have such a kindly feeling for 
their employees that they wiil raise 
wages voluntarily when the business 
justifies, but it would be like looking 
for snowrlakcs in a blast furnace to 
seek such employers among the rail- 
way corporations of this country.

These questions are: 
Do yon employ union or nonunion la- 


bor or both?

What are the hours of labor? 
Do yon regard it a practical proposi- 


tion to gradually reduce hours by vol- 
untary, uniform agreement through- 
out a given industry, provided the em- 
ployees agree to abandon any arbitrary 
"restrictions upon output?" 


Do you prefer the "day," the "piece" 


or the "premium" system of payment? 


Do yon give- special attention to the 


health, recreation and comfort of your 
workmen, generally known as "wel- 
fare work?" If so, what do you think 
of Its value? 


As labor is organizing In every in- 


dustry, horv do you regard tlie proposi- 
tion thnt employers likewise should or- 
ganize f.) deal with.the labor question? 


"Compulsory or Voluntary Arbitra- 


tion" :.nd the "Limits of Conciliation" 
arc two subjects which .will be dls- 
cnsral. 


The object of the industrial depart- 


ment is "to be helpful in establishing 
right relations between employers and 
employees" nnd to avoid strides.

ways or propiirlug material to be used 
therefor.

For 
jv.ir-* r-Xjj<-rh]!e:ils have been conducted 
a2<>ij^ oi'.<- I nit' or :i!:olher looking to- 
ward the buildin-j; of roads and their 
maintenance, but little success was ob- 
tained until the state cauiL- to the res- 
cue and In-gan the construction of the 
stall- hitrhway, so called. 


The method of roadbuilding as en>- 


plcyed l>y those who-began the con- 
struction of the state highway on the 
cape was vastly different from that 
ever before tried in this retr'on. and tho 
Work w:.s v ievved with the keenest in- 
terest by the old roadhuiklers and high- 
way surveyors. 
While the contribu- 


tions received from the state each year 
helped maitrially to put the roads on 
the cape hi excellent condition, tlie 
process was necessarily slow, and years 
would have to elapse be-fore such roads 
could predominate. 


Most of the towns on the cape did not 


feel that they were able to expend the 
vast sums that would be required to 
build stone roads, and they continued 
to appropriate the usual amount each 
year as in times past, winch barely 
kept the old roads in condition. By 
the old method of making appropria- 
tions for roads as employed by the 
towns on the cape little or no progress 
was made in the construction of new 
roads, and matters wore not getting 
any better, while the demands for good 
roads were increasing each year. 


To build stone roads required the out- 


lay of lartre sums of money, which 
most of the towns felt they could not 
afford without increasing the tax rate 
to such a figure that it would deter per- 
sons who raigjit wish to take up a res- 
idence on the cape from coming hither. 
The residents of the cape agreed that 
to promote a healthy financial growth 
of their respective towns good roads 
must be built. 


Prosperity follows eood roads; and 


the Improved financial conditions in all 
towns where good roads prevail can be 
traced directly to excellent roads. ''The 
residents of the cape likewise agreed 
that the time had come for a radical 
chansp in the method of roadbuildinc; 
and their maintenance, and plans for 
the construction of stone roads and for 
the payment of the debt which would 
be incurred thereby were Discussed 
from one end of the cape to the other. 


While the various towns were delib- 


erating over the methods they would 
employ to build stone roads and were 
formulatinu plans for the payment of 
the debt that would thereby be in- 
curred Captain Thomas Patterson of 
Barnstable. who for years had been 
making a study of Ptone roads, their 
construction, etc., presented a plan to 
his town which solved the problem, for 
that town at least, and seems likely to 
be adopted by other towns on the cape. 


In submitting his plan Captain Pat- 


terson, to use his own words, said, 
"The thought that was uppermost in 
my mind was that of not raising tin-- 
tax rate and also that the burden of 
liquidating the debt should be shared 
by those who will enjoy and be mate- 
rially benefited by the adoption of the 
modern and progressive policy." 


The plan presented by Captain Pat- 


terson and which the town adopted was 
that of expending $75,000 on stone 
roads in a term of three years and tho 
debt to be paid in seven annual pay- 
ments of $7,300, the liquidation begin- 
ning in 1904 and ending in IfllO. Of 
the total amount to be expended on 
stone roads :>>0,000 would be spent the 
firs-t year, .<t22,."00 the second and a like 
amount the third year. The sum raised 
by taxation each year would be $13,000. 


The plan which Captain Patterson 


gave to Barnstable was put In opera- 
tion last year and has worked to the 
perfect satisfaction of all. Stone roads 
are fast rei'ilaeing the old and travel 
worn sandy ones in the town, and ore 
long the whole town will be covered 
witli a network of roads the equal of 
which it will be difficult to find in the 
state. 


With tho state each year building 


sections of the main highway along the 
cape and the adoption of Captain Pat- 
terson's plan, which seems probable, 
by the other towns the whole of Cape 
('od would within a few years be able 
to boast of excellent roads and set an 
example which it will behoove other 
towns to follow.

where cheese aud milk selling have 
been the milk outlet for ten years. 
Milk -was paid for upon the fat value, 
often with friction among the patrons. 
After milk shipping came to be a near- 
by competitor I gave up Insisting upon 
the test, and it has passed out. Milk Is 
paid for at all stations by the hundred 
pounds, and outside of the so called 
Delaware county section only standard 
milk is demanded. To be sure, very 
little milk Is delivered not above stand- 
ard (12 per cent solids), but 3.5 per 
cent is a full average over a great sec- 
tion when cows are giving a normally 
full flow. October milk was paid for 
at about $1,30 per 100 pounds, an aver- 
age quality no doubt for 4 per cent. 
Jersey milk under similar conditions 
of lactation averages a trifle above 5 
per cent. 
The same price for fat 


would call for $1.75 per 100 pounds, or 
39.1 cents per quart. 


AVnler Alwny* Before Them. 


Men who have had water always 


accessible to the cows have always re- 
ported a very noticeable increase In 
the milk production and without any 
increase of food, and in every case 
where for any reason the supply is shut 
off and they have to go back to the old 
style of watering a marked reductio'n 
follows, says J. S. Woodward in Na- 
tional Stockman. 
Aud yet very few 


take the precaution of watering their 
cows more than once a day. 


It would seem that where the univer- 


sal testimony of those who have water" 
always before the covv is so strongly in 
favor of this system it would soon be- 
come the universal method, and yet 
men are slow to adopt new Ideas even 
when convinced that it would be for 
their advantage to do so. 


But there is no mistaking the signs 


of the times. Cow owners are awak- 
ening to the necessity of taking better 
care of their cows, a ad the next great 
advance in the dairy is to provide the 
way nnd give the cows water constant- 
ly accessible. 


TTVO Batter Makers. 


Does our butter need to be renovated 


or washed before going on the general 
market? Country hucksters supply the 
most of the butter to be "made again," 
so if you sell good batter to the huck- 
ster and your neighbor sells bad It all 
has to be made new if the huckster 
mixes it. 
Educate your 
neighbor. 


There are, from this neighborhood, two 
persons who take butter once each 
week to our market town. One gets 
20 cents per pound cash, the other from 
1~> to 17 cents, half cash, half trade. 
The latter sells at the grocery store, 
the former direct to consumers. The 
lirst always takes good butter; some- 
times the other's butter is quite a little 
"off." To which class do you belong?— 
Tennessee Farmer. 


Calamity Jane nnd H*r Sistera. 
Those who are opposed to tho idea of 


early breeding of heifers should look 
at the record of the Holsteiti cow, 
Calamity .lane HI., which at one year 
aud ten months gave In seven days 
29-1V6 pounds of milk, with butter fat 
equal to 10 pounds 4.G ounces of butter. 
A sister, three years old. Calamity 
Jane II., gave in seven days 441.n 
pounds of tnilk, with butter fat equal 
to 10 pounds o.t> ounces of butter. 
Still another sister. Calamity Jane's 
Taullne, at three years old gave 07.45 
pounds of milk in one day and 434.35 
pounds in seven days, with butter fat 
equal to 17.35 pounds of butter In n 
week. 
These 
three-year-old records 


were made with the second calf, and 
both were from heifers that dropped 
their first calves at about two years 
old or less. That does not look as if 
early breeding had kijured them much. 
—American Cultivator. 


Cost of Milk. 


For tho past five years the New Jer- 


sey experiment station has kept an ac- 
count of the cost of producing milk 
with Its herd of twenty-three to thirty 
cows and publishes its findings in a re- 
port just issued. 
The average yield 


per cow was 6,479 pounds. The averagft 
cost of food per cow per day was Ili.:i2 
emits, of which (5.11, or 49.0 per cent. Is 
due to purchased feeds and G 21, or 50 4 
per cent, to (lie cost of farm crops. The 
average cost per quart of tnilk for the 
five years, Including food. Inbor and in- 
terest and decrease in the value of the. 
herd. Is shown to be 2.38 cents. The 
cost of farm crops ft-d is the nctunl 
cost of producing them nnd not their 
selling price. Other feeds were charged 
'nt what they cost laid down nt barn.

STEAM IN THE SILO. 


!*.• Iat*re*ti»ff £xperimrat Which 


Mm>- Ue of V*lw* to U«lrymen. 


In bulletin No. 72 of the Oregon ex- 


periment Station (CorvaHis) there is aa 
interesting account of steaming id luge. 
The silos, made puri>oseJy for the ex- 
periment, were eonstructed of well sea- 
soned yellow fir dressed tongue and 
groove lumber 1% inches thick. 3Vi 
inches wide and 12 feet long. \Vheu 
completed, the silos measured approxi- 
mately live fc*t in diameter and twelve 
feet deep. They were conitructed plain, 
having no doors, so that the only way 
of filling and emptying was by was* of 
the top of the silo. Five such silos 
were constructed. Two of them. Noa. 
1 and 6, were fitted with 1V1 inch pin- 
ing, so that they could be steamed after 
being filled. 


The picture clearly shows bow the 


steam pipea were connected. In one 
case the steam was delivered near the

bottom only. The other was fitted "BO 
that steam could be liberated In tho 
silo within two inches of the bottom at 
G and also midway between the bot- 
tom and top at F. The upright pipe 
EF in the silo was covered with a cap 
at F, so ns to prevent fodder from fall- 
ing Into the pipe. Ten to fifteen holes 
three-eighths of an Inch in diameter 
were drilled in the pipe near the cap at 
F as outlets for the steam. The elbow 
at G turna directly down and conies to 
within about two inches of the bottom 
of the silo. This elbow G prevents ma- 
terial from getting into the pipe and, 
serves as an easy outlet for the steam 
when forcing it into the silo near the 
bottom. 


The corn cut into these silos waa 


quite green. It was cut into three- 
fourths inch lengths and packed dowa 
BO that each silo contained a little over 
three tons. Steam was introduced un- 
der pressure of first twenty and again 
later at forty pounds. This waa kept 
up until the steam escaped at the top, 
and the temperature rose 212 degrees. 
Then the steam was turned off and the 
pipe stuffed with sterilized cotton, 
while the top of the silage was cov- 
ered with the same material. As a re- 
sult of the steaming the silage shrank 
about 25 per cent. When opened, there 
was some loss at the top. as the cotton 
did not prove a good protector. Below 
the moldy part the silage was bright 
and. sweet, "with the odor of cooked 
sweet corn, not at all like ordinary el- 
lage." Analysis of this silage showed 
that it did not undergo nearly as great 
a chemical change as the silage put up 
In the ordinary way. Of course suet 
a small silo does not give a fair chance 
for practical investigation, and this 
year the experiments have been re- 
peated on a larger scale, In silos nine 
and ten feet in diameter. These have 
been filled with corn and green clover 
and thoroughly steamed. 


A western writer says that there are 


many cow keepers, but few dairymen, 
lie distinguishes between the two 
rather sharply. He says that the men 
with diary instincts come out to hear 
lectures on 'the feeding of the dairy 
cow; they read how to handle and 
how to improve her, and the result Is 
that their outturn of milk is very 
greatly Increased. The "cow keepers" 
he describes us fossilized. They will 
not only not improve their dairy cows, 
but they will not learn how to feed to 
get the best results from what they 
have. He cites the instance where at 
one large creamery it was found on 
Investigation that the cows were yield- 
Ing only ten pounds of milk per day 
on tho average, and that, too, In the 
flush of the season. One of the great 
troubles Is that no cow census is taken 
by most of our milk using institutions, 
and the patrons are thus not brought 
to realize that their cows arc giving a 
very small amount of milk. Probably 
the very best way to increase the pro- 
duction of milk is to take a cow census 
every year nt least, if not every six 
months, and then show the patrons 
just what their cows arc doing. When 
they have the figures brought home to 
them, then they begin to wake up to 
the 
necessity of doing something. 


There nre many cow keepers that cnn 
be nindo Into good dairymen with a 
sufficient amount of Jarring.—Farmer's 
Review.

AToip.:tn, trusts and protective tariff ; 


is a subject well worth discussing, in- i 
asuiuch as the three aiv today largely 
iijterebtiiig the thoughtful portion of 
tlic political world— \\oman, because 
sho uudt'i stands aud takes into account 
heavier questions uo'.vr.days than most 
men have lieretofoie given her credit 
for; trusts, because every eye is cen- 
tered upou ihoir action; protection, be- 
cause Democratic demagogues are try- 
ing to persuade the people, both men 
and women, that tariff is the mother 
of trusts and that only a free trade 
policy fii!l reduce the threatened swal- 
lowing up of all small concerns by 
giant capitalists. 


The American wife and mother has 


gradually merged into the financier of 
the home and is much more interested 
in the price of meat, sugar and other 
household necessities than her hus- 
band. 
If the expenses of the family 


increase, due to a rise in a commodity, 
how quickly the worn, in will demand 
a reason for it of. her ruarki'tmaii! 
Take, for example, the late ri&e in price 
of meats and the -na\e of indignation 
incident theieto which sv, ept the entire 
country from. Maine to OaliforuU'. Both 
Republicans and Democrats raised a 
unanimous cry against it. 
The large 


beef packers were dubbed robbers, 
thiovci. and other less elegant epithets, 
and the general clamor tor antitrust 
law resulted in a mild denunciation on 
the part of the men in authority, which 
caused the beef trust to make certain 
important concessions, showing that 
abler legislation is all that is needed 
to bring the trusts to the public mind 
and to less arrogant self assumption. 
The present active life of all trusts la 
due to the unparalleled prosperity of 
the country. 
That the gigantic cor- 


porations live and thrive upon protec- 
tion is an idea as erroneous as it is 
dangerous. 
Let no woman confound 


the two ror lay her crie\ancos at the 
door of the taiitf, for without it she 
would not have the money with which 
to buy the mere necessities nf life that 
under 
tariff 
protection her husband 


may be earning in f.utory, clothing 
house or other home industry. 


The trust nyitation in connection 


with the tariff \\as started for Demo- 
cratic campaign purposes by men who 
do not care whether the families of tho 
workingmeu staive or not, so long as 
they i^ain their own heinous end. 


"Who could hinder the beef trust from 


gaining control of the live stock and 
dressed meats shipped here from for- 
eign markets provided the tariff vrcre 
removed, f rom these articles? In a very 
short period of time that trust would 
have its agei'ts in every cattle growing 
country on the globe buying wherever 
there were herds to sell, and the first 
shipment of foreign meats that landed 
in New York would be in the name of 
the American 
beef trust. 
Do you 


think that would induce lower prices 
on meat? Don't delude yourself, good 
wife. 
You would pay even more for 


the family steak or roast than you do 
now. Free trade England has as many 
trusts today as the United States, and 
beef is 4 cents higher on a pound .'n 
London than here in this country. Can 
it be, then, that the tariff keeps up the 
price of meat when it sells for more 
money under the operations of foreign 
corporations in free trade 
countries 


than it does horn under n protective 
tariff? 
The whole thing is n case of 


supply and demand. 


If, with our enormous supply of flesh 


food, the American laboring people con- 
sumed as little meat us the working 
classes abroad, dressed meat would sell 
here for very jnucli less money. In the 
highlands of Scotland the housewife 
gives her family meat but once a week. 
It is cooked on Saturdays, ready for 
the Sunday nienl. and the children as- 
sociate their bright plnid holiday dress, 
which Ihoj \\oar in the kirk, with the 
MI all pirie of cooked llesh they are to 
receive for dinner on the Sabbath day. 
The supply of rattle is so small in that

It would 
be a gross mistake to tamper with the 
tariff. 
While not hurting the trusts 


materially it would throw out of posi- 
tion several millions of Anieiican la- 
borers. 


Can it be possible that women have 


foi gotten the agony of 1S02 to 1S9T or 
that men would willingly leave their 
families again and be compelled to 
seek work in vain in other places, aa 
was the case in those years?

The fact that during the late coal 


strike no Democrat in positirxn or out 
raised his voice against the outrageous 
treatment of our coal miners by the 
coal operators demonstrates that they 
do not care so long as they have plenty 
of campaign material. The Democratic 
leaders cried bitter tears of regret 
when they heard that Theodore Koose- 
velt had forced the opeiatrrs to come 
to Washington aud made them consent 
to arbitration upon the strike trouble.
